CIRCUIT COURT JURY 


Votes Eight to Four in Favor of Dis­ 
charging Man Charged with 
Violating State Law.

When their 
purse is 
endangered,

say 
things 
which they later regret. 
But with 
conditions as they are today, people 
are taken at their word. 
Those who 
are not with the United States in 
this war are against her. There is no 
half way mark. 
For instance, a Union township 
farm er is reported to have made the 
rem ark, when solicited for a contri­ 
bution to the Y. M. C. A. war fund, 
th at if the government provides all 
a soldier needs to eat and wear, that 
is all he deserves. 
I t is doubtful if 
this particular farm er, on m ature 
reflection, would find that expres­ 
sion his true feeling, but in ¡the heat 
of the moment he had to have a 
reason for not doing his share. 
(Many instances have been found 
in W ayne county, which is virtually 
a neighbor of this county where cit­ 
izens have expressed disapproval of 
many of the things being done to ad ­ 
vance the war. 
They are made the 
subject of a bulletin of the State 
Council of Defense. 
On the card giving inform ation as 
to the disloyal action of one Rich­ 
mond woman is the memorandum: 
“Refused. 
'Did not w ant to 
have 
anythng to do with Wilson, nor with 
anyone who upheld him.” 
This amazingly narrow and unin­ 
telligent view loses sight of the vi­ 
tal fact th at the war is being fought 
as much for th at blind and foolish 
woman as for any other human be­ 
ing within the compass of civiliza­ 
tion and liberty. 
It further disre­ 
gards the fact President Wilson is 
com mander-in-chief of the army and 
navy and entitled to the suport of 
every loyal citizen. 
W ar work is 
not in support of any person, but is 
a simple m atter of upholding the 
American Hag in a ju st cause.
